schools to close and resulting in 
at least 20 deaths.

'North Carolina has been , de- 


clared an epidemic area with flu 
outbreaks in about 20 counties and 
at least two deaths reported from 
the Asian variety. Three others 
died of "flu-like" ailments. 


In South Carolina, three coun- 


ties have had serious flu prob- 
lems. Hospitals are 
overflowing 


with patients 
in Columbia and 


Walterboro. More than a dozen 
flu deaths have been reported, in 
the state.

probably is the Asian strain in 
South Carolina, although it is. not 
officially diagnosed as such. It has 
been confirmed as the Asian type 
in North Carolina.

Consolidation 
Bill to Court 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - A 


suit dating back to 1956, concern- 
ing consolidation of 11 townships 
in Garland County was put before 
the state Supreme Court Tuesday 
on appeal. 


The litigation stems from 
a 


movement in the early 1950s to 
modernize the township structure 
of the county by consolidation o/ 
the units. 


A petition to eliminate the town- 


ships was filed Sept. 18, 1956 and 
the consolidation was ordered by 
County Court Dec. 5. Circuit Judge 
C. Floyd Huff overruled the Coun- 
ty Court in an appeal. 


On May 27, 1957, the state Su- 


preme Court reversed Huff's rul- 
ing because he had not held a 
hearing before issuing his order. 
The matter then lay dormant un- 
til residents of Davis Township 
attacked the 1956 order in a suit 
filed Aug. 30, last year.

opponents to the bill could get it 
suspended until a vote is conduct- 
ed at the 1964 general election. 


Howell got only seven votes for

280 pounds to 66,000 and six for 
his amendment to hold the maxi- 
mum length at 50 feet, instead of 
55 as stated in the bill.

PITTSBURGH

High 


school English teachers who pain- 
stakingly mark every mistake on 
a theme are doing their students 
more harm than good, an expert 
said today. 


Paul B. Diederich, director of 


research in English for the Edu- 
cational Testing Service, said the 
most common effect of such cor- 
recting is that "most students 
learn to hate and fear writing." 


"So far as they can see," he 


added in an address prepared for 
a 
national 
convention of high 


school 
principals, 
'they have 


never done anything on paper that 
anybody thought was any good." 


The students' greatest need, he 


said, is help and encouragement 
to do better., 


Diederich is in charge of a pro- 


gram to encourage use of quali- 
fied housewives as theme readers, 
working under close supervision. 


The practice is now firmly es- 


tablished in almost every stat$ 
he said. Most of the housewives* 
who majored in English in co> 
lege, earn about $80 a month for 
an average of two hours work per 
school day at home . 


Diederich said he tells 
these 


housewife-readers: 
"Your 
first 


is to find at least one thing, and 
preferably two or three things, 
that the student has done well, 
or better then before. 


"Then, if you must, 
find one 


thing, and preferably not more 
than one thing, that he should try 
to improve in his next paper." 


Diederich said the need to use 


housewives as theme readers is a 
simple case of arithmetic—whila 
the number of high school stu- 
dents has been zooming, the per- 
centage of teachers 
graduating 


with a major in English has been 
steadily declining.

Sees Russia 
Forced Into 
Europe Pact

LONDON (AP)-Lofty 
Charles 


de Gaulle gazes over the heads 
of ordinary mortals and sees a 
distant vision of history. 


That probably had much to do 


with his activities in th e past 
month, activities his critics say 
threaten to rip Europe to pieces. 


His vision probably impelled the 


tall, 72-year-old French president 
to implant a kiss on the craggy 
cheek of Chancellor Konrad Ad- 
enauer, sealing a treaty to end 
French-German blood-letting, 


De Gaulle is pictured by pro- 


unity Europeans as a villian play- 
ing Parisian roulette with Eu- 
rope's 
future 
and making the 


Communists happy. 


The Communists, indeed, were 


happy when De Gaulle rocked the 
European Economic Community— 
or Common Market—and threat- 
ened it with collapse by vetoing 
Britain's bid for membership. The 
Brussels meeting of foreign min- 
isters of the six Common Market 
nations ended Jan. 29 with the 
West thrown into confusion. 


But De Gaulle worries the Com- 


munists, too. Deeply suspicious of 
the 
Germans, the 
Communists 


fear De Gaulle's treaty with Ad- 
enauer is intended to threaten 
their hold on East Germany 'and 
Eastern Europe. 


What is the tall, austere man of 


Paris trying to do? Is he con- 
templating 
some 
sort 
of deal 


with Moscow? Is he trying to rule 
Continental Europe? 


De Gaulle insists he is faithful 


to the Atlantic Alliance. But he 
insists also that France must be 
independent within any union and 
must wield her own nuclear de- 
terrent. His Europe would be a 
"Europe of the fatherlands," a 
loose 
confederation 
of 
entirely 


sovereign 
nations—with France, 


apparently, occupying the guiding 
dominating role. 


De Gaulle's vision of history 


foresees a time when the Russi- 
ans, as Europeans, will be forced 
into Europe's arms by a growing 
Chinese threat. 


The time will come, De Gaulle 


has said, when Russia will, find 
herself "face to face with the 
yellow masses of China, number- 
less and impoverished, indestruc- 
tible 
and 
ambitious, 
building 


through trial and hardship a pow- 
er which cannot be measured, 
casting her eyes about her on the 
open spaces (Siberia) over which 
one clay she must spread."
